The Effort Not to Commit the Gov- 


ernment to the Idea Failed 


by Vote ot 46 to 24. 


The'question of the "Lincoln Y\'ay" 


unexpectedly came up in the Senate 
last Thursday. A joint resolution was 
introduced relating to the celebration j 
of Lincoln's birthday and making the i 
(lay 
a legal holiday and tacking on to 


it a recommendation for a suitable 
memorial which might have had the 
effect to nullify the separate bill of 
Senator Knox for the Lincoln Way. 
Senator Knox was. however on guard 
and immediately proposed an amend- 
ment that the suitable memorial be 
the Lincoln Way. with the result that 
the joint resolution was made the spe- 
cial order of business on Friday after- 
noon. 


The Lincoln Way was vigorously 


supported Friday afternoon by Sena- 
tors Knox. Scott. Carter, Lodge. Bever- 
idge and Rayner. Senators Wetmore. 
Teller. Xewiauds and McLaurin tried 
to 
prevent 
the 
resolution 
going 


through. 
They did not want the char- 


acter of the memorial indicated. Those 
in favor insisted that the Lincoln Way 
would be pre-eminently fitting and 
now was the time, on the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of his birth to au- 
thorize the memorial. 


The resolution in the final form as 


adopted by vote of 46 to 24 was as fol- 
lows : 


Resolved, That the 12th day of Feb- 


ruary. 1909. the same being the cen- 
tennial anniversary of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln, be, and the same is 
hereby, made a special legal holiday 
in the District of Columbia and the 
Territories.

The Dollar That Can't 


Be Spent 


By Herbert Kaufman 


Every dollar spent in advertising is not 


only a. seed dollar which grows a profit for the 
merchant but is actually retained by him even 
after he hat paid it to the publisher. 


Advertising creates a good will worth the 


cost of the publicity. 


It actually costs nothing. 
While it uses 


funds it does not use them up. 
It helps the 


founder of a business to grow rich and at the 
same time keeps his business from not dying 
when he does. 


It eliminates the personal equation. It per- 


petuates confidence in the store and makes it 
possible for a merchant to withdraw from bust" 
ness without having the profits of the business 
withdrawn from him. 
It changes a name to 


an institution—an institution that will survive 
after the death of its builder. 


It is really an insurance policy which costs 


nothing—pays a premium each year instead of 
calling- for one, and renders it possible to 
change the entire personnel of a business 
without disturbing its prosperity. 


Advertising renders the business stronger 


than the man—independent of his presence. It 
permanentizes systems of merchandising, the 
track of which is left for others to follow. 


A business which is not advertised must 


rely upon the personality of its proprietor, and 
personality in business is a decreasing factor. 
The public does not want to know the man who 
owns the store—it isn't interested in him, but 
in his goods. When an unadvertised business 
is sold it is only worth as much as its stock of 
goods and fixtures. There is no good will to 
be paid for—it does not exist—it has not been 
created. 
The name over the door means noth- 


ing except to the limited stream of people 
from the immediate neighborhood, any of 
whom could tell you more about some sfore 
ten miles away which has regularly delivered 
its shop news to their breakfast tables. 


It is as shortsighted for a man to build a 


business which dies with his death or ceases 
with his inaction as it is unfair for him not 
to provide for the continuance of its income to 
his family.

Suppose those stories had been sprung 
after everybody that knew Lincoln 
was dead. 
All this inaccuracy might 


have trickled its way down throngb 
the centuries. 
A very larse portion 


of ancient history belongs in the fic- 
tion department of our libraries. 


We are fortunate in another respect. 


Many of those who have written lives 
of Mr. Lincoln associated with him 
daily. He was great enough to seem 
great to his secretaries and partners. 
The telegraph operators at the war 
department, the attendants about the 
YThitt' House, the common soldiers 
who saw their commander in chief, 
all had some sort of inner prompting 
that this was not just an ordinary 
president, but that hero was the sort 
of man that would interest the twen- 
ty-second 
century. 
So 
they 
made 


mental notes and printed them. 
The 


world hps grown in 2,000 years so 
tbnt now a prophet has honor in his 
own country and amons- those of Ms 
own household. 
They may not see 


all of his greatness, but if they even 
measure some angles of it these fur- 
nish a basis for future computations. 


If Lincoln had lived back in the days 


of Pericles or Augustus I have often 
imagined the sort of rich story Plu- 
tarch would have made of him. At a 
little earlier period, back in that en,- 
chanting but uncertain dawn of his- 
tory before the shadows had quite liffr- 
ed, men would have created of him an 
Odin or ore of those delightful old 
pagan demiscds that strangled dragf- 
ons with their naked hands. But we 
have not so much to crow over, for 
they almost did that with Washington 
in our own day. 


Let us beware of putting Lincoln on 


a pedestal. It is the sweet and every- 
day humanity of the man that is hla 
chief .-harm. It is easy to marvel at a 
higher order of beings, but hard to 
love them. Lincoln is close enough to 
us to love, and we must keep him 
so. 
There arc enough little tin doi- 


ties, but we need this man for our 
common humanity. He is to;; big. t';t> 
warm and too precious to set him out 
of reach. They have robbed us of 
most of our heroes by making then; 
unh;i!:-vi and impossible, but they 
shall net do it with Lincoln. He ho- 
lor.crs to our inp.n and woman w )rld.
